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Congressman Nolan Declares It 
a Deliberate Attempt to Es- 
tablish Open Shop 
By Law. 


That Senator Owens’ bill to pre- 
vent the unions from restricting the 
number of apprentices in a trade, is 
the most vicious piece of open-shop 
legislation ever proposed in the state 
of California, was the statement of 
Congressman John I. Nolan at the 
last meeting of the San Francisco 
Labor Conucil. 

“If made a law,” said Nolan, this 
bill would compel the abrogation of 
every union working agreement in 
the state. In less than ten years 
the labor unions would cease to exist 
in this state. 

“This is not an apprentice bill. It 
ig a bill to enable non-union men to 
take the place of union men. It is 
@ mere subterfuge . 

“It will enable employers to flood 
the shops with so-called apprentices, 
in reality non-union men, not boys, 
and in a very short time it would 
be possible, through law, to firmly 
establish the open shop, 

„It the bill becomes a law it will 
be a misdemeanor for any organize- 
tion or group of men to restrict the 
number of apprentices in any trade. 
If the uions attempted to prevent the 
establishment of the open shop by 
law, their members would be placed 
in jail. 

„It is the most vicious piece of leg- 
islation now pending in the Legisla- 
ture and must be defeated.”
